SENIOR CLASS HISTORY 


With only a few short days more to spend in the familiar halls of 
Canisius, pause for a while before our high school years become 
only memories, and slip back to that time ages ago when we first 
pulled open the massive doors of school for our . . .

‘ \Z AZ FRESHMAN YEAR: 1946-1947 


Bewildered on registration day by all the forms and questionaires, 
we felt insignificant among the three hundred in the class. Somewhat 
b envious of the annoying confidence of the lordly Sophomores, we 
didn’t place a very high value on the honors bestowed upon us in 
grammar school, especially after those IQ tests. Truly greenhorns, 
we found that those phenomenal marks we received in spelling didn’t 
help us very much when we discovered the unlimited possibilities 
of X, the complexities of the third declension, and the exacting defi- 
nitions of Civics. 








Fascinated by the endless chain of corridors and stairways, we 
spent the first few weeks exploring the inner recesses of the school 
building. We were suddenly and rudely shocked out of our com- 
placency the day we were first threatened with a subtle form of dis- 
cipline—JUG. Although by now, in our last year, many of us have 
become hardened to it, still at that time we all froze at the command, 
“Report after school to Father Rowley for two periods of Jug.” 





After a brief introduction to our studies, we were privileged to 
make our first retreat under the direction of Father Redmond, then 
the President of the High School. Toward the end of November a 
bulldozer startled dozing students as the first steps were taken toward 
building the new wing on the school.

SOPHOMORE YEAR: 1947-1948

ton Street Building. The Freshmen seemed unbelievably naive, so 
we felt it only our duty to let them in on the horrors of the dun- 
geons, jug, Latin, exams, and, of course, adding all the little details 
that we could remember, and supplying some additional ones. 


We were honored to have our second retreat given by Father 
Paone. His sermons inspired us to strive for higher standards in 
our daily lives. Settling down to our studies once more, we were dis- 
mayed to find that all those hours we had spent figuring out the 
devious methods of X helped us little in Geometry class. We were 


forced to bisect perfectly innocent angles with a sharp and deadly 


weapon called a compass, which always made irregular circles no 
matter how hard we tried. Caesar made an interesting guide, so we 
followed him all over the three parts of Gaul. We felt he could have 
settled many of his problems much easier if he only had had a good 
Jeep. 

This year we had a fleeting glimpse of army methods as Father 
Haggerty took over Jug classes. A touch of khaki showing beneath 
his cassock betrayed his former career as a chaplain. 


In our sophomore year, we succeeded in placing Jack Weimer, 
Jim Denny, and Dick Griffin on the first football squad, while Al 
Wukovits honored our class by getting a berth on the basketball 
varsity. 


After the usual last-minute cramming, we struggled through our 
third bout with exams, somewhat the worse for wear. Back again to 
our studies, we sympathized with Jean Valjean, whose endless trou- 
bles resembled the plots of the current radio daytime serials. Others 
in the German class could hardly believe the amazing Til Eulenspie- 
gel with all his incredible tricks. 


We enjoyed English class these days as we read in Shakespeare’s 
“Julius Caesar” that our tormentor of Latin class was finally stopped 
from writing any more books. In geometry we never did quite puzzle 
out all this talk about locus, but we learned that if you squashed a 
square, you had a squashed square called a rhombus. 


The months began slipping by very fast to the tune of Sohrab 
and Rustum, inscribed and circumscribed polygons, and a whole 
new flock of ablatives. Once more we loafed during Easter vacation 
and then had to make up by working hard during review. Despite 
all dire predictions, most of us succeeded in passing the final Prov- 
ince exams, and in lighthearted mood we filed out into the June 
sunshine, free for three blissful months until we were summoned 
in September for... 


JUNIOR YEAR: 1948-1949 


When we of the class of ’50 returned to Canisius following the 
summer recess, we came back only to be heralded by two astound- 
ing changes. The new wing was completed at last. The structure 
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which for two years we watched rise from a hole in the ground to 
the latest in ultra-modern construction, was ready for our occu- 
pancy. Washington Street was forsaken forever and once again the 
entire school was united as it should be. Very Rev. James J. Red- 
mond, S.J., remained as Pastor of St. Michael’s parish, and Very Rev. 
James R. Barnett, S.J., took over as President and Rector of the new 
Canisius. It was under the guidance of this man that Canisius High 
School was destined to prosper so fruitfully in the ensuing two years. 


We were Juniors now and we prided ourselves that the Frosh 
looked up to us as old timers around the place. A delightful old 
fellow from ancient Rome who answered to the surname of Cicero 
began to plague our evenings with his ravings and rantings. Science 
and Greek reared their heads around the corners of our desks with 
the foreboding warning, “Don’t forget us, pal!” Indeed we were back 
at 1180 again. The first extra-curricular activity began to issue its 
call for participants was that venerable institution, Jug. Fr. Kirsch 
welcomed all candidates with a smile and open arms. The Citadel, 
under the capable direction of Mr. Cameron, S.J., was the new school 
newspaper which was well received by all and its literary value was 
not to be denied. 


In October our annual retreat was given by Fr. Harry Boyle. After 
a week’s respite from studies, we again plunged into the depths of 
Algebra and modern language and a semester chockful of excitement. 
A determined band of football players, studded with Junior stars, 
took the field under the bright arcs of Civic Stadium and proceeded 
to trim a hitherto unscored-upon St. Joe’s eleven, 14-9. The blue-clad 
Crusaders were a championship squad that brisk October evening 
and they stunned their favored foe from the outset. Here was the 
athletic highpoint of the year! Soon the winter winds were whistling 
off Lake Erie but Fr. Dolan kept nice and warm prodding his theatri- 
cals prodigies to perfection. After a lapse of many years, the Dra- 
matic Society had undertaken the presentation of Shakespeare’s 
“Julius Caesar.” Tremendous was the obstacle confronting them but 
these young thespians persisted and their efforts were acclaimed with 
praise by the city’s dailies. Everyone said, “Hats off” for a job well 
done. 


We thought that the teacher didn’t exist who could outwit us (that 
is outwit us in the matter of provoking hilarity and expounding 
jokes in the classroom) but can anyone ever recall when we could 
surpass Mr. Farrand, $.J.? Ronny Koch and Roy Bakos gave it a 
noble try but were soon foiled. Who will ever forget him? Soon the 
mid-years were upon us and it was the same old story of diving in 
and breaching the channel. However, we were Juniors now and we 
scoffed at them with the nonchalance of battle-worn veterans. Ronnie 
Becht, our silver-tongued orator, spread far and wide the name and 
fame of Canisius while competing in the American Legion Oratorical 
Contest. He advanced to the zone finals under the tutelage of Fr. 
Paone and only a Junior at that! 


Things were really wheeling at this stage. Cicero was doing 
business at the same old stand along with his compatriot, Mr. Ovid. 
Trig was perplexing to say the least and everyone thought they 
were atom scientists with all those formulas. Speaking of Trig, Fr. 
Persich had the bowling alley well-creased and prospering while 
some of his boys spent their afternoons copying P. 189. The baske- 
teers played their top game of the year against the Maroon from 
Main St. as they took them into camp and threw the race into a three 
way deadlock.
